Police Issue 
Warnings 
To Bicyclists 


Menlo Park police are is- 
suing “courtesy citations” to bi- 
cycle riders found disobeying 
the law or riding in an unsafe 
mianner, Police Chief George 
Potter said this week. 

The police are always watch- 
ful for bad bike riding prac- 
tices and issue citations all year 
long. But with Christmas vaca- 
tion and more youngsters rid- 
ing the streets, it may appear 
that they’re more than ordinar- 
ily stringent. 

Chief Potter added that, in 
view of the early darkness, po- 
lice also will be watching for 
| bicycles proceeding without 
proper lighting equipment. 

The courtesy citations are not 
legal documents and do not 
constitute a juvenile record, 
Chief Potter said. They invite 
the recipient to appear at the 
police station and to attend bi- 
cycle safety classes. 

At the classes, youngsters 
are taught traffic law as well 
as common-sense rules for safe

With only a few hours re- 
maining of 1962 Monday after- 
noon, police here predicted a 
drop of more than three per 
cent in the traffic accident to- 
tal of 1962 as compared with 
1961. 


The predection was accompa- 
nied by a strong plea for the 
engineering of left turn lanes 
at intersections of El Camino 
Real — the scene of about 90 
per cent of the city’s traffic 
mishaps. 

The prediction — and the 
plea — were issued by Menlo 
Park Police Sergeant Edgar 
Pabalis traffic officer of the 
local department. 


As of late Monday there 
had been a total of 234 acci- 
dents in the city in 1962, in- 
cluding 188 property damage 
accidents, one fatality acci- 
dent and 45 injury accidents. 

In 1961 the total number of 
accidents reported to the po- 
lice amounted to 242. This in- 
cluded 47 injury accidents and 
196 property damage accidents. 

“We feel that traffic enforce- 
ment in Menlo Park is at an 
optimum,” Sgt. Pabalis declar- 
ed. “The only thing further 
that can be done is in the way 
of engineering, to provide for 
safer streets and highways.” 

Pabalis explains that enfonce- 
ment is conducted on a “selec- 
tive” basis, with traffic patrols 
watching different locations at 
critical hours. 

Thus, police are particularly 
watchful for traffic law viola- 
tions in the vicinity of schools 
during the hours when children 
are approaching or leaving; 
they are particularly watchful 
in the downtown business area 
?uring hours when shopping is 
heavy.

Starting this month, books 
on the “best seller” lists will 
be available in quantity at the 
Menlo Park library, librarian 
Phil Morales said this week.

relatively inviolate institution. 


“Because this institution re- 


produces the culture, it is con- 
sidered by many as too inti- 
mate a subject to measure 
‘with any analytic techniques.” 


This, Platt concedes, dic- 


tates caution but does not 
“proscribe sympathetic curi- 
osity.” 


Platt conceded that there is 


some hostility between educa- 
tors and economists, but went 
on to advise: 


“My suggestion is not that 
systems analysists elbow 
aside the few economists and 
the many educators working 
in this expanding area of in-

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Flood Forecasting Device Developed by Ladera Man 


A device for the forecasting 
of floods has been developed 
by Stanford Research Institute, 
and a prototype of it currently 
is being tested in Oklahoma. 

The device, which uses radar 
as a source of information, was 
developed by Ronald T. H. Col- 
lis of 181 North Castanya Way, 
Ladera, according to a report 
on the project in the current 
issue of “Research for Indus- 
try,” SRI publication. 

“Time is the most important 
aspect of flood forecasting,” 
the report says. ‘The sooner 
information can be gathered 
as to how much water will be 
running off a widespread wa- 
tershed, the sooner and more 
effectively measures can be 
taken at key points to deal 
with the excess.” 

If the watershed happens 
to be in a remote, impassible 
mountainous area, the possi- 
bility of flooding generally 
isn’t known until lowland riv- 
ers start to rise. Information, 
however, is needed as the 
rain is falling. 

“The device, called a ‘Preci- 
pitation Integrator,’ lies on ra- 
dar for its input information,” 
the articles continues. 

“A single radar installation 
can scan the area of a water- 
shed so that returning echoes 
from rainstorms literally draw 
a picture on a viewing scope 
showing a precipitation actual- 
ly falling within range. 

“This facility is currently 
widely used in meteorology. 
The technique Collis develop- 
ed, however, takes the continu- 
ous radar reports of rainfall | 
rate and integrates them over 
extended periods so that the 
more méaningful total accrued 
precipitation figure is obtain- 
ed. 


“Over an area of more than 
30,000 square miles a network 
of some 150 gauging points is 
established in the form of a 
grid,” the article continues. 
“The radar signals are continu- 
ously monitored to detect whe-

Classes 


Five new sections of the Col- 
lege of San Mateo’s now-cele- 
brated courses in preparation 
for childbirth are scheduled 
by the evening college during 
the second semester this year. 

Starting dates will be stag- 
gered at convenient periods 
throughout the term, with 
the first beginning on Tues- 
day, Jan. 29, at 7:30 p.m. at 
the Peninsula Hospital, Bur- 
lingame. 

The classes, which are taught 
by Mrs. Arthur Inamoto, a reg- 
istered nurse in public health 
nursing, have been developed 
in close conjunction with the 
San Mateo County Medical So- 
ciety. 

Written consent from each 
student’s attending physician is 
required for membership in 
the class. The regular two-dol- 
lar evening college registration 
fee is the only charge. 

Later sections of the course 
will begin on Jan. 30 at Mills 
Memorial Hospital; Feb. 19 at 
the San Mateo Department of 
Public Health and Welfare; Ap- 
ril 2 at Peninsula Hospital, and 
March 27 at Mills Memorial 
Hospital. 

All classes meet in the 
evening from 7:30 to 9:30. 
Each section runs for eight 
weeks, with the exception of 
the Feb. 19 series, which will 
meet during the day from 
9:15 to 11:15 and will last for 
six weeks. 

Three of the classes in each 
of the eight-week series are in- 
tended for fathers as well as 
prospective mothers, and fea- 
ture films on prenatal care and 
childbirth as well as guest ap- 
pearances by doctors from the 
San Mateo County Medical So- 
ciety. 

The theory of the classes, fa- 
miliar to the more than 1500 lo- 
cal women who have attended 
them in recent years, is to fur- 
nish the prospective mother 
with information about correct 
breathing and relaxation tech- 
niques, correct posture during 
pregnancy, and the proper use 
of muscles during labor.

A determined band of eight 
Ravenswood High B basketball- 
ers, led by speedy forward Jim 
Bradley and fast-moving guard 
Varrie Booker, collected their 
second straight Los Altos B 
Tournament title Friday night.

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In The Garden: 


Winter Care Know-How Is 
What Comes with Experience 


One of the most important 
things for any gardener is 
learning to do the right thing at 
the right time. As he gains ex- 
perience he knows that annuals 
planted in late summer will 
give him winter color; that 
bulbs oe in fall will start 


vill start yielding color before 
summer arrives. 

But planting for color is not 
the whole aim of garden activ- 
ity. There are various mechni- 


cal jobs that have to be done if - 


the garden is to look and pro- 
duce its best and unless these 
jobs are done on schedule, 
there is no great advantage to 
be gained from them.

These bloom on last year’s 
wood and pruning now will on- 
ly rob you of color when 
spring arrives. 

There is no more important 
action affecting the health and 
cropping ability of fruit trees 
and grapes than pruning. The 
gardener is urged strongly not 
to set about this job in a hap- 
hazard manner, but first to 
read about what he is doing. In 
this respect, nurseries can 
show you pamphlets and books 
on the subject of pruning which 
will save you both time and 
the possibility of error. 

In the rose garden, instruc- 
tions are somewhat easier to 
give in limited space. Remem- 
ber that the idea is to renew 
the bush and to encourage new 
bloom-carrying growth. You 
can cut back one-third to one- 
half of a rose, keeping an eye 
to the shaping of the bush as 
you do it. Try to encourage at 
least one well-placed new cane 
which came up from the base 
dast year and to cut out one old 
one entirely. This is sometimes 
not possible. 

Remove all. dead wood and 
weak growth, cutting just above 
a bud on the slant. And go 
more lightly on vigorousshrubs 
than on the weaker ones. You'll 
get larger blooms from severe 
pruning, but fewer of them, so 
the choice is up to you.
